What the aick need are 
specific remedier— have you found them? To be 
save, yea have in this clsss mercury, carco ics, 
qui ..ice, iodine— heroic invaders, too apt, hav- 
ing c jcquered disease, to aet up a despotic em- 
pire ef their own. Better these than nothing; nay, 
all hail to them! — but will you Dot permit u', also, 
to "all hail" Me "hereafter?" How far advanced 
are you in the cure ef dlteau beyond tba simple 
practice of Hippocrate*, that obaervar of nature, 
that reformer of the subtleties which even ia bia 
day cursed Mis science and obscured it from tbe 
common eye, as it existed bedded in by philosophi- 
cal sects. Have you thenceforward p ogreased ia 
tbe heal.nj of the tick as rapidly as you should 
have done? Is medicine bow, what D. ( tor Rjsh 
declared it ia bis day to be "an an roc fed temptt?

How often do you succeed in paralytet, in bepitie 
(I do not speak of organic diseases); in 
kulties, in maladies of tbe stomsca, ia 
i, aad tbe tribe of throat and lung psst-?

ern palitiamu, for party ends, have press*. d the sub- 
ject int.. tbe public areoa till it has hecoinsj the 
absorbing topic of national politics, till it has al- 
most divided as by a line of Are tbe North from the 
South. What ia tba remedy for this? It is— aad 
it appears to ms to be tbe onlv remedy — it is to 
an/AinrvfA/x exciting tubjet t tekollf from tie arena of' 
national polttiet, and b]f runttratntd action force tt 
into Ut legitimate tjikere, under the 
dteUon u/'the States trkere tt exttU. 

1 know that this sug<estioa will not meat with 
tbe appioval of tbe extremists of either section of 
the Lcion Kintbern politicians wbo have by tbeir 
action oa the subject of slaver) driven tbe N\.r h-rn 
miod into a boeule al ' 
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towards it, indignant at 
the retail of their own work, want to dissolve tbe 
association with men wbo appear to 
'be rigbtsof property acd personal 
safety of tbeir fellow-eit lens, ar.d wbo utterly deny 
a polilieal tqaility to Mem. .Northern fanatics acd 
demagogue! wto would rule or ruin tbia great na- 
tion will see tbat agitation. Me food upon which 
Mey live, will thus be withdrawn from them, and 
tbat thev will die of Iheir own inanition; and tbev 
too would oppose the withdrawal of "this fruitful 
source of all our woes" from tbe political battle 
ground. But tbe greit body of tbe people, men, 
women, acd children, tbe good and true men of the 
nation will rejoice at tbe great quiet which will per- 
vade tbe land; at th« mewed prospect of a loB" 
and prosperous career which would booutipread 
like a broad stream of light before tbe Kipublic; 
at the preservation of this gree*, pewerfa], acd 
happy gr.Teramect from the peril impendicgcver it. 

Caa tbia th n.t be effected? I, it possible to bring 
sbout such a result? I thick it is; and I will brief- 
ly state to yen bow I think it may be accomplished. 
It is for tbe conservative and national men of all 
parties fo agree •hat tt ikait be done, and then faith- 
fullg to ttand bg and execute their agreement. Let a 
party be formed whose fixed and unalterable prin- 
ciple on tha subject of slavery Mall be that it ab.ll 
not eater into tbe discatsfons ia Congress and thit 
it slall not enter itto Presidential canvasses, but 
Mat it ahall be withdrawn altogether from tbe 
political arena, end tbia party will sweep tbe Union 
irom one end of it to the other, and tbe land will 
once more have peace. 
Before this could be done tome questions would 
va to be affirmatively tettltd and agreed upon as 
fir .1 .mental priaciplss on this subject, which under 
no circamstetcts were to be disturbed or disputed. 
( ' -e wou!d be the proposition, admitted and recog- 
nized do.-iog tbe last ten yeare by all partial acd 
now tbe settled law of tbe Pacubiic, as it cartaialv 
it tbat of tbe Constitution, tbat new Statea shall be 
admitted into tbe I'nion without reference to wheth- 
er they recognize or reject slavery ia tbeir consti- 
tution!. On bis point there would be no rerions 
difficulty. It would meet, as it haa already done, 
tbe affi.-insnxe of cearly he whole nation. 

Bat another point, and tbe only other about which 
there could any d.fficulty arise, would be tbe one 
n iw earning the fi-.rcest conflict ia tbe ranks of tbe 
Democracy, viz: what abould be tbe condition of 
tbe Trrritories daring tbeir pupilage as to the insti- 
tutioa of ilsvery? S^all the theory of squatter 
sovereignty prevail, or shall tbe deinanda of tbe 
Southern politicians for tbe inte vention of Cngreas 
to protect slavery in tbe Territories be allowed? Or 
there some via media which shall also prove a via 
tula. There most be some compromise here. Tbe 
SouM wou'd net sobmi: to tba theory if Mr. Dong- 
las, as it takes sway Me substance acd ieavea hard- 
ly the shadow of right. Tbe North would rot yield 
to tbe theory ef Gov. Wise, because requiring of it 
a positive act to protect what Meir people believe it 
rong for them, by their active sgeccy, to uphold 
or main!a : n. This theory of protection by Congress, 
based on a paragraph ia the decision of Me Su- 
preme Court ia Me Died Scott esse, is of recent 
origio, and lindi many advocates at Me Soath, who 
do not reflect upon tbe atter impossibility of pro- 
caring inch legisl.ttion from Northern men. It is 
inffi ieat fur slavery if it it let alone is fee lernto- 
Het. It will go where soil acd climate and produc- 
tion invite it, and will meet no opposition from tbe 
people who live there. It is from tboee who know 
nothing of slavery in its practical working* that op- 
position ccmss. V, hat I suggest, that the friends 
of the L'aioo, of harmony, of the Government, 
shall resolve oa this vexed question is, that in all 
Territorial sets it shall be hereafter inserted tbat 
no laws tball be peered by tbe I. gi It ures of tte 
Territoriei prohibiting or interfering with Me exig- 
ence of slavery in Mem; thus braving tbe people 
to adopt or reject it, as it mav please tbem, when 
they meet together to form a S ate govern mint. 

These propositions, established and ratified by a 
large majority of Mc people, North and South, with 
the further agreement that the present legislation of 
Congress on tbe subject should be untouched, and 
this hydra of discord, which now breathes its pesti- 
lential poison over the land, would be effectually 
stifled. The legitimate objects of national legisla- 
tion would occupy the National Legislature; Presi- 
dents would no more be elected on sectional issues: 
and the real aad vital interest* ef the K.publio 
would receive their rightful attention. Instead of 
a people at discord and almost at sword's points, we 
would be as brethren. The animosities excited by 
past differences would be forgotten and we would be 
a nation at one with itself. 

Is there anything in these propositions which 
should prevent Meir acceptance by conservative pa- 
triots everywhere? And would they not attain all 
th at, to my hopeful spirit, Mey appear to indicate? 

Let me repeat these propositions and add to them 
a few others upon general politics, upon which I 
think all Constitution-loving men can unite, and let 
ec if Mey do not present a body of principles 
that will secure the support of all men opposed to 
sectionalism and its direful and inevitable tendon- 
is. 

L The new States sbal! be admitted into the 
Union without regard to whether Mey admit or re- 
ject tlaverv in tbeir constitutions. 

2. In sll acts of Congress hereafter orgtnxiug 
Territorial governments there shall be inserted a 
provision thit no laws tball be parsed by tbe Leg 
itlatures of each Territories, prohibiting or interfer- 
ing witb tbe existence cf slavery in tbem, tbos 
leavirg tbe people free to adopt cr reject it, ss it 
may please them, when they meet t< gather to form 
a Sts'e constitution.

4. Tbe entire subject of slavery except as in- 
volved ia the foregoing propositions, to be wholly 
withdrawn from the arena of national politics, aad 
left where it belongs, to tbe control ard jurisdic- 
tion of the people among whom it exists. 

5. An economical administration of tbe Federsl 
( ;..ver:- inert, not inertly ia name, bnt ia reality; 
to be effec'od by limitiag tie exp«n*es of printing 
to tbe sctasl necessities of tbe Governmeot, by 
abolishing the franking privilege, aad ssparaticg 
altogether tbe contracts of the government from 
corrupt rolittcal influence.
